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SUMMARY 


The productive capaity of natural gasoline and cycling plants 
in the United States on January 1, 1956, was 6.4 million gallons 
per day, according to the Bureau of Mines' biennial survey. This 
represented an increase of 7.5 million gallons per day during the 
2-year period since the last survey. In the previous 2-year period, 
capacity had increased ).8 million gallons per day. The total num- 
ber of plants increased from 535 on January 1, 195), to 600 on 
eared 1, 1956. The number of operating plants increased from 521 
to 571. 


The major increases in capacity took place in Texas, Louisiana, 
New Mexico, and Oklahoma, with the absorption-type plants continuing 
to account for most of the new construction. All types of plants 
showed construction gains with the exception of charcoal which showed 
no change. 


The average capacity of operating plants on January 1, 1956, was 
80,550 gallons per day, compared with 7,130 gallons 2 years before. 
The increase in total capacity during the 2-year period consisted of 
an increase of 4.5 million gallons per day in LP-gas capacity and 3.1 
million gallons per day in natural gasoline and other products capacity. 


The productive capacity of natural gasoline and cycling plants 
in the United States in prior years was compiled in barrels per day. 
This report shows the capacity in gallons per day to compare with the 
production and marketing of natural-gas liquids given in other Bureau 
of Mines publications.

Location in each State is given as the nearest town whenever 
possible. 


3. Capacity: 


The capacity given represents the average daily output of the 
plant in complete operation, expressed in gallons/day. 


Fractionator capacity is shown in parenthesis. Fractionators 
have no gas-treating facilities of their own and refractionate 
mixtures received from other plants. Their capacity, therefore, is 
not. additive to the total primary capacity of the industry. A net 
industry capacity can be obtained by adding LP-gas capacity at 
fractionators to primary LP-gas capacity and subtracting an equiv- 
alent volume from primary natural gasoline and other products 
capacity. Natural gasoline and other products capacity at frac- 
tionators is included in the natural gasoline and other products 
capacity at plants.
